Illustrian 2008 had a press run of 150, of which we ordered 100 copies through Herff 
Jones Publishing Company of Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. These were sold to students 
for $50. Printing, training, equipment and photo fees totaled approximately $11,000. 
Additional funds were raised through the sale of senior tributes that sold on average 
for $200 per full page, $130 per half page, $75 per quarter page, and $45 per eighth 
page. The graduating class also contributed to fund the book through independent 
fundraisers, supported by the yearbook staff.
